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1. On the evening of 3 September a sealed military convoy was observed from a car 
on the Judapest-Balaton highway, It consisted of some 40 or 50 trucks, and was 
moving south, in the direction of the Yugoslav frontier, The same evening a 
freight train carrying guns and military vehicles of various types was seen at 
the railroad station at Veleneze (Z 20), also near the Budapest—Balaton highway. 


2. late in the evening of 10 September another convoy similar to that deseribed 
above was observed in the same area, moving ih the same direction, 


3. ‘The barracks in Székesfehérvér were fully occupied up to the middle of September 
by Soviet armored units. 
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
